Marousttre, Mich., Sept. 27.—Capt. Con- 


nors of the steamer Kershaw, which towed 
the lost schooner Ironton just before the col- 
Mision with the steamer Ohio. made the fol- 
lowing statement tonight of the collision as 
he saw it and the charges of cowardice made 


by Capt. Hunt of the schooner Moonlight: 
At 11:45 that night the engineer sent me word 
the feed pump had broken, and we would have to 


stop. I was then on my course six miles north of 


P ue Isle light. The bar came up with 
me — we stopped, and the Moonlicht cast the 
Ironton adrift. After repairs were made which 
took about twenty minutes, I started after the 
Ironton, which was going on under some sail. 
I saw a steamer app ing itin the opposite di- 
to which it was going, and saw the steamer 
ss in front ofthe schooner’s light. I waited 
or the lights to appear again, but they did not. 
The steamer made signals of distress and I went 
to it, but when I was 400 feet away it sank. I 
saw the yawl-boat: filled with men, ccming to- 
wards me, but beard a voice from the water and 
tried to get tothe man. A line was thrown to 
him, but it fell short, the boat lost ite headway, 
and, being light, the wind blew it away. But 
for the schooner behind me I — ei have handied 
the steamer better. i could not lower the 
yawl, as I needed all my men to handle the 
steamer, and it could not have done much good 
as the wind was too strong. Meanwhile the 
Moonlight had picked up the Ohio's yaw! with 
ecrew. I started again for the floating man, 
ut the 228 signaled to check, and I lost 
an bour by drifting. Finally we came alongside 
the wreckage and we took him on board. He 
ave his name as Hodge and said the schooner 
fied gone on its way after striking the Ohio, 
| strength of the wind 1 
thought the Ironton must have been fif- 
teen miles ahead, and o went alo 
slow to pane her up at Gaslight. At daylight 1 
was twelve miles off Detour, but could see noth- 
ing of the boat. A tug came alongside and took 
off Hodge, but had no news of the Ironton. 
The crew of the Ohio were already there, and had 
thonght that Hodge had been lost through my 
neglect. It was due to this alone that they had 
signed the statement accusing me of cowardice.

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Telegram Received from the Supreme Of- 

Heer of the Amertean Protective Asso- 

- ‘elation Saying Me Never Has Author- 
ized, Sancticied, or Approved Any 
Movement Tending Toward the Forma- 
tion of a Political Party-Should Be 

’ National in Oharacter. 

Much capital has been made out of the 
claim that President Traynor of the Ameri- 
can Protective Association was lending his 
aid to the Independent American party or- 
ganized by the Sims-Kelley-Richardeda com- 
bination. Regarding this matter the follow- 
ing telegram was received by Tus Tsun 
last evening:

When suclr action becomes necessary it 
will be taken by the Supreme Council and be na- 
tional in character. W. J. H. Traywor, 
Supreme President of the American Protective As- 

sociation of the World. 

Prot. Sims and those associated in the man- 
agement of the movement for the modern 
Alexander have tried in every way possible to 
connect President Traynor and the American 
Protective Association with their scheme. In 
drder to make the members of the American 
Protective Association think their President 
had indorsed the movement they have given 
to the newspaper organs of Mayor 
Hopkins extracts from a circular issued 
by Mr. Traynor. This circular’ had 
no reference to the alleged independent 
American movement, but the quotations 
were made in such a way as to give the reader 
the impression the subject matter related to 
the work being carried on by the Sims-Kelley- 
Richardson combination.

STORM ON THE VIRGINIA OOAST. 


Great Fears of Loss of Life and Property= 
Progress.of the Tropical Crelone. 

Rireumonp, Va., Sept. 27.—[Special.]—A 
furious storm is raging tonight along the Vir- 
ginia coast and it is feared there will bea 
great loss of life and property. The tide is 
higher at Norfolk and Newport News than it 
has been in many years and is still rising.

An Immense Crowd from All Parts of the.

Waereas, On or about the 6th day of October, 
1890, the Church of the Latter Day Saints, com- 
poss known as the Mormou Church, through its 

resident, issued a manifesto proclaiming the 
purpose of said church no longer to sanction the 
practice of polygamous marriages and calli 
upon all members and-edherents of said churc 
to obey the laws of the United States in refer- 
ence to said subject matter, and, 

Wuereas, On the 4th day of January. A. D. 
1893, Benjamin Harrison, then President of the 
United States, did declare and grant full pardon 
and amnesty to certain offenders under said acts 
upon condition of future obedience to their re- 
quirements as is fully set forth in said proclama- 
tion of amnesty and pardon: and. 

WunnEAS, Upon the evidence now furnished 
me I am satisfied members and adher-

TUG BLACK BALL SHOWS FUEL OIL IS 
A BUOCESS, 


In a Trip from the North End of the 
Drainage Canal Out in the Lake Be- 
‘yond the Two-Mile Crib Three Mud 
Scows Are Towed and ‘No Smoke Is 
Emitted=Skeptical Tug Men Are on 
Board and Can Find No Fault- Fuel Is 
Cheaper than Coal. 

The fuel oil test on the tug Black Ball yes- 

was a success. It was demonstrated 

to the satisfaction of all who witnessed the 
severe trial that oil is a practical, economical, 
and safe fuel, besides being smokeless. 
During ten hours that the 
tug was in service. with its 
engine working almost continually under a 
full head of steam, the smokestack emitted 
scarcely a hatful of smoke and the steam 
was kept at the “blowing off” point every 
minute. There were plenty of ekeptical 
critics present to witness the test, but all were 
forced to admit the demonstration was a sur- 
prise to them, and no severe criticisms were 
made. 

Representatives from all the principal tug 
companies were on board, and with the ex- 
ception of the tug owners all had predicted a 
flat failure. Among the others present were 
Smoke Inspector Adams, Assistant City En- 


‘gineer Church, and E. E. Billow, the con- 


ane engineer who fitted the tug with 
oil burning apparatus. 

Every effort —— made to put the boat to 
the most severe test possible by making it 
tow twice as heavy a as ever 
before. Three of the largest mudscows on 
the river were taken from the north end of 
the Drainage Canali at Robey street, down 
the river. aud out in the lake beyond the two- 
mile crib, where they were dumped and towed 
back up the river empty. 

Good Time Is Made on the Trip. 


The trip from Robey street to the mouth of 
the river was made in three hours and ten 
minutes. Owners of other tugs said before 
the trial if the boat could tow one loaded 
scow to the mouth of the river in four hours 
they would be satisfied and would admit the 
trial a success. The tug could not have made 
the trip at all with coal for fuel, but with oil 
it had steam to spare. 

The questicn of expense was also settled 
with a balance ie favor of the oil. The exact 
amount burned in ten hours was 640 gallons, 
at a cost of $10.70. The estimate of the tug 
men present on the cost of coal to make the 
same trip under the same conditions 18 
$15.20. 

Inspector Adams said that insurance men 
had said they would take the same risks on 
boats fitted with oil burners as before. 

No fireman was necessary during the trip. 
The a 1 eens is controlled by the engineer 
and be s but little to his work, as the valves 
are within easy reach and require but little at- 
tention. During the entire ten hours it was 
necessary to visit the fireman’s pit but once, 
Before the start a time test was made on rais- 
ing steam on a boiler which was cold to start 
with. It required just forty minutes, as against 
two hours when cal is used. 

Engineer Dwyer, who attended to the fires 
without assistance besides attending his 
other duties, was a green man in the mat- 
ter of using oil as fuel. He was much pleased 
with the test and says that any engineer can 
learn the simple trick of burning oil in a 
couple of hours and with little instruction. 
He seys among the other advantages are the 
fact that there are no ashes to be carried out 
or coal to handle and that the flues will not 
require cleaning at all. The time lost in 
**coaling up' the tugs is considerable, while 
the oil can be taken on board through a line 
of hose in a few minutes. 


Apparatus Is Simple. 


The whole outfit for burning oil is simple 
and the cost little in comparison with other 
„ smokeless”? appliances. Iwo iron tanks 
are placed in the space occupied by the coal- 
bunkers, These are connected with the 
burners in the firebox, 
small jets, to which a 
steam pipe is connected. With a slight steam 

reassure the oilisturced into the furnace. 

jet works on the principle of an atomizer 
and the oil burns in a white blaze, The jet 
combines the principle ofa blow. pipe and 
the heat is intense. 

In former tests the scheme almost met de- 
feat from the fact that the tug boilers foamed 
as a result of using the dirty river water. The 
foam and dirty water troubled burners and 
put out the fires occasionally. This was over- 
come yesterday by the use of a pilot light 
in firebox made with a coil of pipe through 
which the oil passes and becomes super- 
heated and burns in che form of gas at the 
end of the pipe without the need of a jet, 

The pilot light keeps the fire from be- 
coming extinguished at any time. The fire 
burns steadily as long as the steam pressure 
remains the same. If the steam rises or falls 
much it is only necessary to adjust the two 
valves governing the oil and steam jet. When 
only the pilot light” is used, or when the 
tug is not in motion, the ble wer in the smoke- 
stack is used with just s»fficient force to cre- 
ate enough draft to carry off the gases from 
the furnace. Enough oil can de carried in 
the tanks to run twenty-four hours. 


CITY MAY RIP UP CERTAIN “Q” RAILS, 


Occupation of a West Side Street Consid- 
ered Without Warrant. 

In an opinion by Corporation Counsel Ru- 
bens the Council is advised to pass an order 
for the removal of tne Burlington tracks in 
Twenty-second street, between Ashland ave- 
nue and Brown street. Such occupation by 
the railway company he considers unwarrant- 
ed. The opinion is the result of a petition 
from objecting property-owners to the Com- 
missioner of Public Works asking that the 
tracks be ripped up. ‘The tracks in question 
are used almost exclusively for lumber traffic 
and are invaluable to the company. The ar- 
gument of the city doubtless will tend to 
hurry the scheme of track elevation with this 
road and some immediate action is looked 
for. The decision will be sent to the Council 
Committee on Streets and Alleye West at its 
first meeting. The railway company claims 
the right to lay the tracks as a successor to 
the owners of a grant from the city allowing 
the original. grantees to build tracks, The 
Corporation Counsel holds that the use of the 
streets was vested in the public, and con- 
tinues: 

Uvon the facts thus stated and assumed the 
question is whether it is the duty of the city, in 
view of the importance of West Twenty-second 
street as a thoroughfare, to undertake the task 
of compelling the railroad company to remove its 
tracks from said street. A number of acts are 
claimed by the rcilroad company as such a 
recognition of its right to maintain its tracks in 
West Twenty-second street as should estop the 
city from asserting anything to the prejudice of 
that right, but we do not think any of these acts 
taken separately. or all of them together, are 
sufficient to prevent the city from asserting the 
— ——— of the pubiic in enty-second street, 
whatever they may originally have been. There 
is no evidence anywhere, so far as we 
have been able to ascertain, that the 
City Council ever at any time acted at ail with 
reference to the right of the railroad company to 
maintain railroad tracks in that portion of West 
Twenty-second street, between Ashland avenue 
and Morgan street, nor is there any evidence that 
the railroad company ever ac upon or 
changed or modified its 22 in consequence 
of any act or thing done by the city in reference 
to the maintenance of tracks by the company on 
said street, and whatever may bo the extent of or 
limi*s upon the doctrine of estoppel in pais as 
applicable to cities in this State. we are con- 
vinced a city will not be heid to have 
deprived itself of its power to control 
public streets within its limits or 
remove obstructions to their

Couaty Board Tied Up on the New Build- 
ing Contract Proposition. 

The County Board is so divided on the ques- 
tion of a new county building that probably 
all it can do this fall will be to submit the 
proposition to the voters whether they ap- 
prove the idea.

Attorney to prepare a resolution on 
the bond question to be placed on the tick- 
et in the fall election was adopted by the same 
vote.

Total Attendance Will Be 2,500, as Against 
2.303 Last Year. 

New Havey, Conn., Sept. 27.—[Special.}]— 
Although three departments of Yale, the 
academic, scientific, and law, began their 
school year today, the rules of registration 


are so loose the exact number of students can- 


not be determined before next week, In only 
the academic department is there any cer- 
tainty of even the approximate number. 
There are 347 freshmen now regis- 
tered against 325 last year. This is 
the smallest gain made for several years at 
Yale, but it may be increased.

Tur Democrats of Nebraska, as represented 
in the Omaha convention, hardly are Demo- 
-erats other than in name. By a large major- 
‘ity they indorsed the Populist nominee for 
Governor and repudiated the Democratic 
national platform of two years ago in that 
part of it which refers to State bauking. They 
did not want State banks to have the privi- 
lege of issuing currency, but declared that 
„all money needed to supplement the gold 
and silver coinage of the Constitution should 
be issued by the General Government as the 
green backs were issued. Why did not the 
dominant majority of the convention call it- 
self Populist at once and have done with 
it? Why retain the designation of Demo- 
crats? 


—— 


Tun junior Democratic organ of this city 
says the drain of gold from the United States 
to Europe was “‘in direct consequence of the 
silver protection and inflation policy of the 
Republican party.“ and adds that the policy 
of increasing the bad currency and driving 
away the good has not given the country more 
money, but less than it would otherwise hu ve 
had. This isa very disimgenuous way of 
stating the ease. The silver protection ana 
inflation poliey was adopted only because it 
was found necessary to choose between two 
evils, the greater of which was fought for by 
the Democrats ‘*‘ tooth and nail. The Dem- 
ocrats in Congress in 1890 wanted free 
coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1” and would 
not vote for anything short of that, which 
would have increased the silver currency and 
driven away all the gold. It is well known 
that the Sherman law was offered as a com- 
promise, designed to stave off that greater 
evil of terrible debasement of the currency, 
which could not have been avoided if the 
Democrats had had their own way. 


THE CITY CONTROLLER’S 
EQUALIZATION. 

In a recent letter to Turn Curcaco Tripune 
City Controller Ackerman asserted that whut 
the city really needs is ‘‘an equalization of 
rather than an addition to assessed values, 
and then proceeded to argue in favor of a 
largely increased assessment and an addition 
to the burden of taxation. He draws entirely 
false inferences from the assessment of 1872 
and the tax levy upon that assessment. Any 
person familiar with the subject knows that 
that assessment was grossly inequitable and 
that the burden of taxation, irregularly levied 
by the City Assessors, rested so heavily upon 
property that many couldn't pay it and that 
many more refused to pay it. The city was 
nearly bankrupted, and it was many years be- 
fore, by a decision of the Supreme Court, it 
was able to collect back the tax accumula. 
tions. 

Mr. Ackerman proceeds to make a compari- 
son of the taxable value of property in New 
York and Chicago and the capacity of their 
property-owners to bear tax burdens. He 
states the respective areas of the two cities 
and makes ridiculously false deductions from 
the figures. He says Chicago has au area

ot 186 square miles and New York an urea 


of only forty-two square miles; and conse- 
quently, he argues, Chicago should at least 
show one-half the valuation of New York and 
be able to sustain half its tax burden. The 
truth of the matter is that Chicago does 
sustain that amount and probably more. It 


is not the whole truth, as he states, that the 


„tax for municipal purposes is 511,800. 
000. If to this is added the tax for all other 
purposes—county, park, schools, and for the 
Drainage Board—it approaches 18 millions, 
which ie nearly one-half the New York taxes. 

As to the matter of areas asa basis of tax- 
bearing capacity, upon which Mr, Ackerman 
lays so much stress, Chicago rominally has 
186 square miles of area, but who ever heard 
of levying taxes in proportion to areas? It is 
only necessary to examine the Chicago area 


to see how unable it is to bear the proposed 


burden of taxation. There are nearly fifty 
square miles in the Hyde Park annex, inelud- 
ing two big lakes, a large area of swampland, 
and some land superfluously laid out as city 


lots which should for many years be devoted 


to raising garden truck for city consumption. 
In Lake there are thirty-six square miles, not 
a tithe of which is occupied for city purposes. 
It is either waste land or land which should 
be cultivated, or, if it is not, is not worth cul- 
tivating. Cicero stretches along our western 
frontier, six miles in length by one or two in 
width, and is sparsely populated. In the an- 
nexed part of Jefferson to the northwest the 
settled part of its thirty-four square miles 
(belonging to the city) is not occupied by over 
15,000 or 18,000 persons, So with theannexed 
parts of Lake View. A large part of it is held 
either as farm land or is divided inte city lots 
and kept so for speculative purposes. To say 
that a city so spread out can bear the same 
tax burden as the old-settled, solid, compact 
City of New-York is absurd, and yet Mr. 
Ackerman has the audacity to say that in cont 
sequence of this area Chicago should show 
one-half the valuation of New York, and reck. 
lessly adds: As a matter of fact the real 
and personal value of Chicago is probably 
equal to that of New York.”’ 

The New-Yorkers have accumulated prop- 
erty for hundreds of years. They could buy 
out Chicago and then have left over more 
than Chieago is worth. A comparison of 
clearings, bank capital, and resources of the 
two cities would be humiliating. New York 
is the country’s focal point of capital. There 
are large numbers of pioneets in our 
million and a half of people who have secured 
homes but have not accumulated fortunes, 
while in older New York numerous families 
bold the accumulated wealth of generations. 
While there are many wretchedly poor people 
in New York, great nunibers there have a 
competency, and the average of wealth is far 
in excess of ours. 

Mr. Ackerman’s figures are just as errone- 
ous as his comparisons and deductions. He 
says the tax levied in 1872 was on the basis 
of $1.08 per capita, but as shown by his own 
figures it approximated $2, or, to state it ex- 
actly, $1,85—an almost destructive rate of 
taxation on a fair cash valuation. A rate of 2 
per cent on the valuation he seems to desire 
would be well-nigh ruinous to property-hold- 


ers, many of whom cannot now searcely real- 


ize 4 per vent on tir reul estate, It the peo- 
ple were taxed on the basis of 1872 the valu- 
ation would be five times what it was then. 
Then the valuation was something over 300 
millions. On the basis of 1872 tne valuation 
now would approach 1,500 millions, Ap. 
- plying a tax of 2 per cent, it would burden the 
taxpayers with 30 millions for municipal par- 
poses alone, to which would be added park,

cient. It should be, but what assurance 
would the people have that the tax-eaters 
and bummers with whom be is surrounded 
would consider 1 per cent sufficient if they 
could legally levy 2 per cent? Would they 
be satisfied with 15 millionsif they had the 
power to raise 30 millions and thereby sub- 
stantially confiscate the property of the tax- 
payers? The present population is five times 
greater than that of 1872. The Controller, 
therefore, wants a city valuation of over 
1,500 millions. Thie at the exact figure of 
$1.85 levied in 1872 would yield about 27 
or 28 millions without counting licenses and 
rents. How the tax-eaters and bummers on 
the stuffed pay-rolls would revel in a good 
thing like this! 

Mr. Ackerman by his letter either shows 
that he is unfamiliar with the question of 
which he writes or he is disingenuous and his 
principles have been tainted by his associa- 
tion with Hopkinsism and with the tax-eaters 
who swarm in the City Hall. No Controller 
before him at least has shown such a reckless 
disregard of the interests of the city as to 
join hands with the gang and to ask for 
an increase of taxation and an addition to the 
burden of citizens merely that the tax-eaters 
may have more money to devour, and that the 
„modern Alexander may have increased 
opportunities for levying and paying fresh 
cohorts of jayhawkers and bummers. 

NEBRASKA DEMOCRATS DISUNITED. 

The Nebraska State Democratic convention 
was a curious gathering and had a result that 
must have been far from satisfactory to those 
who took part in it or who hope for the suc- 
cess of the ticket and indorsement of the 
platform by the people. The naming of Hol- 
comb, the Populist candidate, for Governor 
was the signal for a bolt by the hundred 
and four members who were out and out op- 
posed to the free coinage at 16 to 1.“ which 
was resolved for in the platform adopted by 
those who staid behind, Substantially the 
two wings agreed on other planks for the 
platform. 

More than three-fourths of the five hundred 
and sixty delegates had been instructed to 
support Congressman Bryan and his 16 to 1 
policy in regard to silver, and about all of 
these favored a fusion with the Populists, a 
widely-heard cry being *‘ Holcomb and sil- 
ver.“ The rest were classed as administra- 
tion men, favormg sound money and a 
straight Democratic ticket. These were rep- 
resented in the minority report by a resoiu- 
tion favoring a retention of the gold basis. 
The managers of the majority did thoir best 
to exclude from the hail ali who were not in 
sympathy with them, and Bryan seemed to 
have everything his own way upto the time 
of the split in spite of a rather lively opposi- 
tion. In aceordance with his program the 
platform adopted by his clique was outspoken 
in a demand for the free and unlimited 
coinage of gold and silver at the present ratio 
of 16 to 1, without waiting for the aid or con- 
sent of any other nation on earth. Also it 
declared that all money needed to sup- 
plement coin should be issued by the General 
Government. 

This is a radical departure from the money 
plank in the Democratic national platform of 
1892. That document demanded that the 
dollar unit of coinage of both metals must be 
of equal intrinsic and exchangeabie value or 
be adjusted through international agreement 
or by such safeguards of legislation as shall 
insure the maintenance of the parity of the 
two metals and the equal power of every dol- 
lar at all times in the markets and in the pay- 
ment of debts.”’ And the national platform 
insisted on this policy as especially necos- 
sary for the protection of the farmers and 
laboring classes, the first and most defense- 
less victims of unstable money and a fluctu- 
ating currency.“ The majority in the Nebras- 
ka convention were in u hurry to have free 
coinage adopted ata ratio which would not 
permit of gold and silver circulating at par 
with each other, They demand that there 
shall be no waiting for international agroee- 
ment and want no safeguards of legisla- 
tion other than one which will provide in 
effect that every debtor. shall be allowed to 
pay with money what will have but half the 
buying power of the money in which the debt 
was contracted. That may be Demoeracy, 
but it is not common honesty, and it well 
may be hoped that a majority of the voters of 
Nebraska will so understand it. 
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BUYING POWER OF MONEY. 

A paper supposed to be published in the in- 
terest of Democracy undertakes to show that 
there is no ground for the fear that the value 
of the currency unit would be diminished by 
the adoption of free coinage at the ratio of 16 
to 1. It says: The silver dollar buys just as 
many pounds of sugar as a gold dollar. The 
stamp of Uncle Sam is on the face of the 
money. We take greenbacks at the face with- 
out any thought of the cost of the paper. We 
take copper pennies at their face, worth nine 
cents per pound. The fact is the General 
Government is about as strong a power as 
anything we know of on this earth. It not 
only makes us take rag money, but throws us 
into prison or drafts us into the army when- 
ever the occasion demands. 

The writer of the above seems to have no 
idea of what it is that gives purchasing power 
to the circulating medium. If he had he 
would know that money of ultimate redemp- 
tion never can be worth more than the in- 
trinsic value of the waterial it contains, ex- 
cept perhaps a small percentage for coining, 
the coinage stamp being not a guarantee of 
value, but of quantity and relative purity. 
He would know that if silver coins circulate 
at twice their buliion value it is because they 
pass as tokens, and that if paper money 
passes as worth anything at all it isasa 
promise to pay, not as actual payment, A 
government may be strong enough to guur- 
antee. the redemption of such tokens 
or promises, but not to give a fic- 
titious value or independent purchasing power 
to either coin or paper. If there be no 
guarantee, the silver coin would buy just what 
its bullion value amounts to and no more, as 
the gold coin does today, while the piece of 
paper would buy nothmg, no matter how 
many dollars were named on its face. The 
utter worthlessness of such paper for buying 
purposes has been demonstrated time and 
again in times gone by. The utter inability 
to make a coin of ultimate redemption worth 
more than ita intrinsic value has been proven 
in our own day in Mexico, Iadia, and other 
countries. The Mexican dollar contains more 
silver than the’ American dollar, but it will 
buy little more than half as much. The rea- 
son for this is that. in Mexico there is free 
coinage and silver is the money of ultim ate 
redemption, while in tho United States the 
coinage of silver is restricted to an amount 
for which it is supposed the parity can be pre- 
served. | 

The adoption of free coinage at the ratio 
of 16 to 1” would abolish the condition 
which gives our silver dollars twice the pur- 
chasing power of the Mexican dollars. Ihen 
the silver dollar would buy ouly half as many 
pounds of sugar as could be bought with the 
dollar in gold. The stamp of Uncle Sam on 
the face of the money no longer would be a 
reason for preserving the parity, or attempt- 
ing to do it, if that were possible—which would 
not ve, Similarly, if it were known that the 
**greenbucks’ were tu be redeemed only at 


their face in silver they would have but halt 
the buying power they have today, and if 
known they were not to be redeemed in any 
kind of coin the pound weight of those green - 
backs would not buy a single pound of sugar; 
though the Government of the United 
States were twice as strong a power as it 
is today. It would have no strength in that 
direction. If the editor of the paper under- 
stood this he would not allege that he is not 
clamoring for a depreciated currency and that 
no class is demanding it. He would be aware 
that the cry for free coinage at the ratio of 
16to1” isa demand for a currency that 
would be so badly depreciated as to require 
two of the dollars to buy what now can be 
bought with one dollar. To say that would 
not be depreciation is unworthy of a man 
who is credjted with sense enough to entitle 
him to keep out of the lunatic asylum. 


THE QUESTION OF SUPREMACY IN ASIA. 

The London Spectator of Sept. 8, in an ar- 
ticle entitled“ What a Japanese Triumph 
Would Mean,” says: We shall see, some 
months hence, when Chinese and Japanese 
are in actual collision, what the island power 
has actually done in the way of reinvigorat- 
ing itself, but if it is anything like what its ad- 
mirers say the great victory will sound the 
deathkneil of the European supremacy in 
Asia. Whatever significance this declaration 
tas it should have now, for the great victory 
Was won some days ago, both on land and sea, 
by the Japanese, and yet the prophecy looks a 
long ways ahead. 

It is a fact that neither Japan nor China has 
yet built a first-class fighting vessel. They 
have bought their fleets from European build- 
ers, nor does it appear that they are capa- 
ble of constructing them without European 
or American supervision, Nearly all their 
munitions of war have come from the same 
source, and many of their army ana navy of- 
ficials are Europeans. It must be conceded, 
however, that Japan has made great ad- 
vances in adopting European and American 
inventions pertaining to the art of war; that 
she has also adopted European arms; ammu- 
nition, artillery, and army organization and 
tactics; and that sabe bas utilized railroads 
and a number of labor-saving methods of 
manufacture, in which respects she has im- 
mense advantages over the chronic conrerva- , 
tive methods of old, petritied, looking-back- 
wards China. These advantages have been 
demonstrated every time the two nations 
have met in the present struggle, and they 
have been thus far aa effcctive offset for 
Japan to the preponderance of numbers 
against her. And yet Japan bas still much to 
learn, while China must learn almost every- 
thing. 

But what does the Spectator mean by the 


‘deathknell of European supremacy in Asla ? 


Both China and Japan are independent na- 
tions, Does it mean that they, and not Rus- 
sia, will drive the British out of India and set 
up a new 6mpire there? If so, then the ful- 
fillment of the Spectator’s prophecy lies in the 
miste of a far away future. Aftera time the 
present war will be succeeded by peace, ar- 
ranged upon terms growing out of the result 
of the struggle. The Chinese will slowly set 
themselves about providing a much larger 
navy, for they have shown themselves de- 
plorably weak on the sea. Japan will do the 
same. Both may increase their standing 
armies.. But until China constructs a railroad 
system for the development of her resources 
and adepts European and American labor- 
saying devices and inventions and modern 
methods of making and freely utilizing. steel 
she willaccomplish nothing. That sluggish, 
conservative, immobile nation will again go 
to sleep, lad to let alone all European powers 
which do not molest her. Ou the other side, 
Japan is ueither big enough nor strong 
enough, however smart and progressive she 
may be, ever to play the war game against 
first-class European powers in ‘he way of 
striking a deathknell to their supremacy in 
Asia. A Boston contemporary, commenting 
upon Chinese conservatism, truthfully says: 

China, on tne other hand, has never given in to 
the same inexorable logic of fact. Her cast of 
mind is utterly different from that of the mobile, 
impressionable Japanese. Into her lignum vite 
head ideas have to be pounded one at a time, and 
tien remain entirely disconnected with each 
other. The African Prince on the Congo who, 
black and naked from head to foot but fora 
shiny silk stovepipe hat, presented himself to 
the English asthe mirror of fashion is only an 
exaggerated example of the patchwork way in 
which the Chinese assimilate European ideas. 
When the English and the French battered their 
forts to pieces, burned their junks, and took Can- 
ton and Pekin it became clear to them that the 
guns and ships of the foreign devils were more 
powerful than their own. So they imported 
European engineers to build forts for them, 
bought Krupp cannon and English ironclads, and 
had a portion of their marine and army drilled 
by foreign officers. Still they remained just as 
dead set against railroads, telegraphs, and Euro- 
pean scientific education as ever. The Krupp gun 
was to theirconceit the shiny silk hat that, ren- 
dering them oblivious of all their remaining 
nakedness, filled them with the persuasion that 
the next time they got afoul of the foreign devils 
they would show them a thing or two. 

The above is not an overstatement. It may 
be long centuries before the Celestials will 
wake up. Their very natures apparently must 
be changed before they begin the kneli-ring- 
ing anticipated by the Spectator. It will bea 
long time before Occidentals will be cut off 
from their Celestial supplies of tea, silk, fans, 
dolls, and firecrackers. Centuries of conserv- 
atism must be overcome by centuries of 
progress in the one country ard population 
must be stimulated at a prodigious rate in the 
other before European supremacy will be in 
danger. Long before either can be aecom- 
plished England may have to solve that 
problem with Russia.

Acconnma to the story told by bis wife 
Lieut, Peary is not entitled to rank among 
those who in the present day are crazy enough 
to think they want to discover the north 
pole. It seems his main object, if not his 
only one, is to explore and delineate the 
northern coast of Greenland, the nearness of 
approach of which to the pole is unknown at 
present. Of course if Greenland extends to 
the pole Peary will not be able to explore its 
northern coast without reachmg the pole it- 
self, the chances against which are so great 
and the benefit of doing it are so problematic- 
al that the effort toaccomplish it well may be 
called a wild goose chase, though not a few 
scientific men have favored the search. But 
it seems aimost certain that Greenland does 
not exteud to within several degrees of the 
pole, thie being indicated by the drifting of 
objects in polar seas, and if this should be 
ascertained to be a fact the result might 
be a considerable addition to the science of 
physical geography that would be worth far 
more than can be hoped for from one or 
many visits to the pole itself.

CHINAMEN SELL THEIR SHOT. 


Captains in the Navy Dispose of Their 
Ammunition and Guss. 

Loxvos, Sept. 27.—The Pall Mall Gazette 
this afternoon published a letterfrom Shang- 
hai, dated Aug. 17, saying the Chinese navy 
cannot fight because the ships have only 
twelve rounds of ammunition to each ship, 
the supply of ammunition having been soid, 
according to the correspondent, by the Cap- 
tains of the Chinese, warships. The corre- 
spondent adds that one of these commanders 
actually sold one of his ship’s Armstrong 
guns and went te sea one gun short. 

Vancouver, B. O., Sept. 27.—Capt. Onslow, 
late commander of the flagship of the British 
Asiatic squadron, who was a passenger by the 
Empress of India, en route home on sick 
leave, says, although the Japanese have the 
better of the fight so far, he thinks China will 
ultimately win. Native enthusiasm, he says, 
in Japan is most intense, and not only are 
large numbers volunteering fer active serv- 
ice, but private subscriptions to a large figure 
have been contributed by rich and poor alike. 
Capt. Onslow says Japan's army is one of the 
best disciplined he has ever seen. 

An eye-witness of the battles at Sakiwan 
and Asan writes that the Chinese are not skill- 
ful in shooting, their bullets being directed not 
higher than three feet from the ground. They 
used smokeless powder and most of them were 
armed with seven-shot repeating rifles. They 
seemed, however, to be unaccustomed to the 
use of the repeating rifle, as when ordered to 
fire they discharged all seven shots in rapid 
succession. During the firing of these volleys 
the Japanese officers ordered their men to lie 
on the ground and then to rise and rush on the 
enemy in the intervals while they were laad- 
ing their rifles. These tactics were successful. 

Inhuman barbarity marks the course of the 
Chinese army. The Chinese Taotai of For- 
mosa offerea a prize for Japanese heads. 
Coreans have been enlisted, and three Japa- 
nese heads transfixed on spears are reported 
to grace the wallsof Pyong Yang, and the 
hands of five of their foes were nailed to gates 

of Whang Ju by Chinése.

Runaway Freight Cars at Lafayette, Ind., 
Do Much Damage.

Last night's meeting closed the convoca- 
tion for the study of child nature. The three, 
days’ sessions of the convocation have been 
attended by many hundreds of good women, 
who have talked of everything relating to 
children from the proper color of the nursery 
walls to the psychological principles relating 
to the actions of immature minds. That the 
sessions are considered to have been most 
profitable is shown by the good will and en- 
thusiasm with which the women voted to 
have another convocation next year, This 
gathering, an entirely unique affair, 
is to be made a permanent institution, and 
the more enthusiastic of those who have taken 
part see in the meeting the beginning of a 
movement that shall work changes in child 
culture all over the land. 

Yesterday's talk in the convocation was 
mostly on psychological subjects. This was 
especialiy true of the evening session, held in 
the main audience room of the First Methodist 
Church. There were talks on psychology as 
applied to the every-day problems of mothers 
by Miss Elizabeth Harrison, Principal of the 
Chieago Kindergarten College, and on par- 
ents’ need of a study of psychology by Dr. 
John Dewey, the Professor of Philosophy at 
the University of Chicago. 

Miss Harrison described, with the aid of 
anecdotes, her experiences in applying 
psychological shows | es to the handling of 


how by them she had 
of observation, 


the subjective ego, but the psychology of 
childhood is not so difficult to grasp. Almost 
rent will bear me out when I say chil- 


teachers and parents to find out is what 
the phildsophers call the child's ego, what I 
call its spirit; next to study its sensations.

Dr, * 1 when he was introduced, de- 
clared psychology was a science that really 
could not be put in a book; that it was the 
last of the sciences that could be confined 
within covers. Sometimes, he said, I am 
literally frightened and disgusted y the too 
great docility of teachers who believe that by 
mastering some book on psychology their sa!- 
vation is sure. To bea psychologist is sim- 
ply to be interested in people. 

There is coming an almost total lack of 
reverence and obedience in our children, and 
I say, though it may shock you, that things 
must get a great deal worse before they get 
better, because our historicai methods are 
disintegrating, passing away. If the child 
will not reverence its parents the only 
remedy is for the parents to rever- 
ence the child. f the child will 
got render obedience to the parent, the only 
remedy is to make it obedient to itself. Be- 
cause of the changes in civilization the funda- 
mental principle must be changed from one 
that is external to one that is internal. The 
parent must follow the child’s nature and 
not make the child follow the parent’s 
nature. If our civilization is not to 
disintegrate for lack of discipline and authori- 
ty 1t is because we go deeper into the nature 
of the child and find there the true basis for 
discipline and authority. It is my sincere 
hope that the day will come some time when 
t will be believed that it requires as much 
knowledge, as much study, to handle a child 
as it does to be a good ‘gardener. That may 
be oversanguine, but it is my on 

When Dr. Dewey closed, rs. Crouse 
said by way of farewell: We do not think 
we have done more than to touch on the bor 
derland of this question, nut we have at least 
been able to view what lies beyond.

EXPLAINING THE MYSTERIES OF LIFE. 


Miss Morley of Armour Institute Says Sex

The object was to show 
how the Froebel system teaches children 
form, color, and many of the properties of 
matter through these gets of balisof the 
primary colors. The lesson made a pict- 
uresque scene, for the mothers were taught 
all manner of childish capers with the worsted 
balls, and as they play they sang kinder- 
garten songs, directed by the training schoo! 
teachers who are attending the convocation. 
This exercise in kindergarten methods occu- 
pied all the rest of the morning, and it stirred 
the women in attendance to more enthusiasm 
‘than anything that has yet been done at the 
convocation. 

The question came up at the afterneon ses- 
sion as to how best to break the mysteries of 
life to the child. Many questions ‘bearing on 
this had been sent in and Miss Margaret Mor- 
ley of Armour Institute was introduced to give 
a general answer to them.

The way in which the Rev. Dr. Me- 
loy and Mr. Cleland had been snubbed by the 

Postmaster had excited the members of the 

Christian Union. Dr. Melloy brought the 

subject up by relating his interview with the 

Postmaster. He said: 

I never met a man so thoroughly imbued 
with his own importance as this man Hesig. 


He would make an admirable character for 


Dickens. When Mr. Cleland and myself 
were presented to Mr. Hesing the latter called 
in his stenographer, and everything said was 
taken down. I told Mr. Hesing it was the sen- 
timent of the Christian people of Chicago that 
a parade of the letter carriers Sunday would 
be a desecration of that day and would set a 
bad precedent. He assured us he did not 

‘care for the sentiment of the Christian people 
of Chicago, and, anyway, he was bossing the 
job and knew what he was about. In answer 
to my remarks he made a long harangue, in 
which he used the phrase ‘post festum,’ which 

translated literally meant we were too late 
for the feast. I replied if he did not regard 
the convictions of the Christian people of Chi- 
cago there wouid be a political post mortem’ 
held over him. It is an outrage that this 

man, who will not regard the Sabbath, 
should be allowed to trample on the 
religious convictions of his employés 
and of the people of Chicago. His 
unbearable egotism and his ignorance of the 
first principles of courtesy should be rebuked 
by the Christian people and patriotic citizens. 

I have talked with several postal employés, 

and they are in dire distress, They assure 

me if they protest they will be marked for 
early decapitation,” 

„The conduct of Postmaster Hesing, said 


a. T. H. Gault, is outrageous. From the tenor 


- of this meeting and the sentiments of the 
Christian people whom I have met it is evi- 
dent there is a heavy gale ahead which will 
cause Mr. Hesing no end of discomfort.”

a fact that such refusal could be construed into 
an interference with the efficiency of the depart- 


ment. 

We therefore enter our solemn protest as citi- 
zens, patriots, and Christians against this inno- 
vation of Postmaster Hesing, in which utter dis- 
regard is shown for the religious convictions of 
the people. 

In the interview which took place in the 
Postoffice, Postmaster Hesing is reported 
as having said to the clergyman : 

Now, let me tell you that when you say 
yo" represent the religious peopie of this city 
in this matter you are wrong. There are 
many thousands of people in this city who 
are just as religious as you are who do not 
believe as you do and who would 
not condemn this parade. I am 
of a religionist as you are; am a member 

ofa church eud attend every Sunday. It is 
true I do not wear a white cravat, but that 
makes no difference. Let me tell you also 
that 99 per cent of the carriers are enthusias- 
tically in favor of this review. There is an 
esprit de corps among them which makes this 
a grateful-opportunity to show what a body 
of gentlemen they are, and I am proud to say 
they are gentlemen. Every carrier on the 
force works every Sunday in the year, with 
the exception of some w change off and 
work alternate Sundays. Why do you ‘not 
be consistent and protest against them? Some

AUDITOR OF THE ROOK ISLAND Ex- 
PIRES SUDDENLY IN OINOINNATL 


Found Lifeless in His Bed at the Grand 
HoteleHe Had Gone to the Ohio Town 
to See a Friend Take a Masonic Degree 
-—Remains on the Way to Chicago in a 
Special Car Launt Thompson, the 
Sculptor, Passes Away- Other News of 
an Obituary Nature. 

Cixcinnati, O., Sept. 27.—[Special.}— 
Frederick W. Porter, Auditor of the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific railroad, died sud- 
denly at the Grand Hotel in this city today. 
He came to Cincinnati a few days ago with J. 
E. Church, President.of the Chicago Paving 
company, and H. C. Gellatly, a personal 
friend. The gentlemen were all prominent in 
Masonic circles, Mr. Porter being a thirty- 
second degree and Mr. Church a thirty-third 
degree Mason, All were members of the Wau- 
bansia Lodge in Chicago, and they 
came here on a special visit to the 
Lafayette Lodge of this city to 
witness the conferring of Masonic degree on 
C. H. Hesser, Vice-President of the Cincin- 
nati Electric Light company, who had at one 
time been associated with Mr. Porter on the 
Rock Island road. Early yesterday morning, 
at the Grand Hotel, Mr. Church and Mr. Gel- 
latly arose and asked Mr, Porter if he in- 
tended taking breakfast with them. The lat- 
ter responded in the negative and seemed 
Thinking that Mr. Porter desired to 
sleep to a later hour the gentiemen withdrew. 
After breakfast they returned to Mr. Porter's 
room and were startled to find him 
in an almost unconscious condition. 
Medical aid was summoned, but before the 
physician arrived the stricken man had 
breathed his last. The cause of death was at- 
tributed to heart disease. Word was tele- 
graphed tothe Rock Island authorities, and 
the remains Were taken in charge by the La- 
fayette Masonic Lodge. Special services of 
that order were held this evening. Mr. Por- 
ter was 60 years of age. He leaves a widow 
and young daughter, who live at No. 7117 
Wentworth avenue, Chicago. The remains 
were shipped to Chicago on a special car at 8

These newspapers are members of 
the Associated Press and supplied with the 
news directiy by agents of the Associated 
Press. A large number of daily papers 
in addition get the news through minor associa- 
tions procuring news from this organization. 
Since the reorganization of the Associated Press 
one year ago 129 daily newspapers have 

iven up the news service of the United 

ress -and have become members of the 
Associated Press. and in the same period 
of time not a single newspaper having member- 
ship privileges in the Associated Press has volun- 
tarily relinquished that news service to accept 
service from any other news association not in 
— and friendly relations with the Associated 

ress. 

The committee further reports that the present 
actual cash receipts each week in payment for 
the various deliveries of its news service ars in 
excess of the actual weekly expenses of the As- 
sociated Press and in oxcess of the average 
weekly expenses of the organization since the 
last annual meeting. 

The Associated Press has for the exclusive use 
of its news service today 18,581 miles of leased 
wire extending from St. Johns, N. B., on the east 
to Portland, San Francisco, and San Diego on 
the west, and from Duluth on the north to New 
Orleans, Galveston, and San Antonio on the 
south. 

The number of independent agents—corre- 
spondents—in the service of the Associated Press 
is 1,560. The number in the Eastern division is 
528, in the central division 632, in the Western 
division 400; in the Southern division the cor- 
respondents of the Southern Associated Press 
cover that territory. The number of tel ph 
2 in the service of the Associated Press 
is . 

The average number of words trgnsmitted over 
the day wire is 16,000. The average number 
over the night wires is 45,000, The approx- 
imate number of words in the telegraphic gath- 
—— service throughout the country is 20,000 
per day. 

The committee finds that the Associated Press 
has maintained and improved at every point 
great superiority in its news service over all 
competitors, and that not only in its domestic, 
but also in its foreign news arrangements 
it stands far ahead of any previous rec- 
ord; it bolds exclusiv contracts with 
the London Times prohibiting the legiti- 
mate use of the news of that news- 
paper by any other American news association, 
and similar exclusive contracts with the chief 
and most 11 news ncies of Europe— 
the Reuter of London, the Havas of France, and 
Wolfe of Berlin—the three great agencies of En- 
gland, France, and Germany. which maintain 
correspondence at every important city in Eu- 
rope, Africa, South America, Asia, and Australia.

Murpuysporo, III., Sept. 27.—[Special. |—

Durmg the dinner Mr. Wilson conversed with 
Sir Albert Kaye Rollit, the Chairman of the 
evening, on the tariff and other questions. 
After the toasts to the Queen had been drank 
the Chairman proposed a toast to the Presi- 
dent of the United States. He referred in 
eulogistic terms to America’s former 
representatives in London—Lowell, Lincoln, 
and Phelps—and to the present representative, 
Mr, Bayard, the mention of whose names was 
greeted with loud applause. He extended a 
hearty welcome to the guests and to Secretary 
Morton as representing the American Gov- 
ernment. The toast was drank standing 
amid loud and prolonged cheers. 

Proposing a toast to the guests, Sir Albert 
Roltit said Mr. Wilson’s name had become 
honored and familiar in England. In honor- 
ing the guests, he said, they were honoring 
London, and its Chamber of Commerce asked 
them to take back with them a message of 
peace and good will. Nothing, he went on, 
could be worse than a war between the 
two great allies. That was why arbitra. 
tion in the Alabama and Bering Sea 
cases was acceptable to Great Britain. He 
was not sure that the worst wars of the future 
would not be tariff wars. If, as he hoped. the 
period of tariffs was beginning to end both 
countries ought to honor Mr. Wilson. The 
new tariff might not have realized the aspira- 
tion of its promoters, but it had established a 
freer system of trade and substituted a cer- 
tainty for an uncertainty to the benefit of 
both countries. 


Benefits Already Experienced. 


Benefits had already been experienced in 
Engiand, Furnaces had been reopened in 
Wales and Yorkshire and an impetus had been 
given to the textile industries. e again wel- 
comed Mr. Wilson and Mr. Morton, whose 
names he had coupled in the toast. Mr. Wil- 
son, rising to respond, was greeted with 
cheers which lasted for several minutes, The 
various points in his speech were also warmly 
cheered. 

Secretary Morton followed Mr. Wilson. 
He said Mr. Wilson had stated what was ab- 
solutely correct, and that the people of Amer- 
ica had finally said adieu to the protective 
system. Free trade had been used as a 
**bogy”’ with Americans, but at last the 
farmers recognized that free trade did not 
compel trade anywhere, but simply permitted 
an American citizen to trade wherever it was 
most advantageous. He spoke strongly 
in favor of arbitration and said that Great 
Britain and the United States must soon ar- 
range an arbitration treaty, so that brute force 
would cease to be a factor, standing armies 
would pass away as dews, and war would be- 
come impossible. God speed the hour when 
such a treaty should be ratified. Mr. Morton 
then said that We as Americans feel at 
home here, and the remark was loudly ap- 
plauded. 

Sir Courtney Boyle, toasting Sir Albert 
Rollit, said they owed a debt of gratitude to 
Mr. Wilson and his colleagues in Gongress, 
and they hoped their action was not final. 
He declared their claim was just, that they 
had changed the policy of America from a 
harmful one to one befitting not only them- 
selves but the commerce of the world. He 
rejoiced at the guests’ advocacy of arbitra- 
tion and thought that friendship between 
England and America ought to be insolueble 
and inviolate. 


MES. PEARY FLATLY OONTRADIOTED 


Member of the Expedition Says Harsh 
Things About the Menu Up North. 
PHIL, Pa., Sept. 27.—[ Special. 
An interesting issue of veracity has arisen 
between the wife of Lieut. Peary, the arctic 
explorer, and several men who were connected 
with the Peary expedition as to the food which 
was served to the explorer’s assistants up near 
the shadow of the north pole. Mrs, Peary in 
an interview at Washington yesterday said 
the food was ample and palatable, but W. T. 
Swain, who was with Explorer Entriken un- 
der Peary throughout last season, when 
they made repeated trips towards 
the pole, contradicts her. Swain, in 
an interview today, which is quali- 
fiedly corroborated by his associates, F. 
W. Stokes, Elvind Astrup, and Everett B. 
Baldwin, said: Mrs, Peary, I see, has some- 
thing to say about the food. Let me give 
you our menu during the last two months of 
our stay, while we waited for the relief party. 
Breakfast: Cornmeal mush, sprinkled by 
Peary with sugar with a sparing hand, bacon 
with all the fat fried vut, an occasional spoon- 
ful of Boston beans out of a can, coffee. 
Lunch: Boiled seal meat, tasting like stale 
mutton, flavored with coal oil; corn 
bread, tea. Dinner: Reindeer meat, 
when we could get it; seal meat, when 
we couldn’t; beans occasionally, and 
one-half a slice of white bread; coffee. What 
Peary and his wife had we don’t know. They 
lived apart and not one of us was ever durmg 
the whole time invited to their quarters. 
Peary treated us to a lot of red tape and auto- 
cratic rule that had serious consequence some 
times. No arctic expedition can ever succeed 
which takes a woman along to hamper it.

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Pretty Mrs. Curtis, 
STATE AND W ASHINGTON-STS. 
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Mrs, A. M. Curtis, a woman of culture and 
some beauty, is being sued for ejectment 
from apartments rented at No. 3517 State 
street because it hag been learned by the 
lessees she has negro blood in her veins. Suit 
was begun in Justice Everett’s court yester- 
day by Barnes & Parish, agents for T. C. 
Chamberlain, the proprietor, who claims in 
hiding her antecedents at the time the lease 
to the apartments was given Mrs. Curtis 
practiced fraud. Whenthe lease was made 
the woman presented letters of indorsement 
from George R. Davis, Moses P. Handy, P. 
D. Armour, and Judge Kohlsaat. A con- 
tinuance of the case was taken to Sept. 29. 

The defendant is the wife of Dr. Austin M. 
Curtis, whose office is at No. 2842 Armour 
avenue. He isa graduate of Lincoln Univer- 
sity, Oxford, Pa., and also of the Northwest- 
ern University Medical School, class of 90, 
and although but 26 years old is in the front 
ranks of colored physicians in Chicago. Mrs. 
Curtis is, however, known even better than 
her husband, having been the Secretary of the 
colored interest at the World’s Fair. In her 
official capacity she became weil known 
to the Exposition managers, and it 
was in this relation the let- 
ters of indorsement were obtained. 
Mrs. Curtis occupied an office in the Rand, 
McNaily Building on the same floor as Mrs. 
Potter Paimer during her connection with the 
Exposition. Mrs. Curtis is fair and has an 
intelligent, handsome face. There is hardly 
anything to suggest a trace of regro blood in 
her veins. In tact, there is a decided cast of 
the Indian in her features, to which Mrs, Cur- 
tis is entitled equally with the other. Her 
maiden name was Namah Sockume, an In- 
diun name, and her paternal grandtather was 
a fuil-blooded Indian of the Sockume tribe, 
which was native to the Sockume Forest of 
New Jersey. The other grandfather was a 
pure negro, Walter Jackson, who wag an early 
California pioneer and accumulated some 
property, which is now held by Mrs. Curtis. 

Mrs. Curtis closed a lease of the flat from 
Sept. 15 to next June. She transacted the 
business with Barnes & Parish, the agents, in 
the absence of her husband, who was in In- 
dianapolis. The new quarters were occupied, 
and it was not until the return of her husband 
about Sept. 18 the owner and tenant learned 
the new occupants were of colored blood. It 
was after Mrs. Maria Barney, who conducts a 
reataurant on the first floor, made complaint 
to T. C. Chamberlain that the class of tenants 
was hurting her business, and it was decided 
to remove them. Mrs. Barney also lets rooms 
aud says her tenants left as soon as the mat- 
ter developed.
